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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. In the Office Action mailed 1 1/28/2007 the Examiner indicated that claims 5-8 and 10 would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph. The 
Applicant, via amendment, has overcome these rejections and, therefore, the Examiner withdraws the 
rejections. Claims 5-8 and 10 were indicated as being allowable because the prior art, including the 
disclosure of Vijaykumar et al. ("Transient-Fault Recovery Using Simultaneous Multithreading"), has not 
taught or render obvious (in combination with all other limitations of the independent claim) the claimed 
"means for deferring external updates until completion of the step of committing" as details in the 
Applicant's specification. Specifically, deferring updates by agents external to the processor until the 
completion of the step of committing. Amended independent claims 1 & 5 and newly added independent 
claim 1 1 explicitly recite this feature of deferring updates by agents external to the processor until the 
completion of the step of committing and are, therefore, considered allowable. Claims 3, 4, 6-8, 10, and 
12-19 depend from claims 1, 5, or 11 and are considered allowable for at least the reasons given above 
with respect to those claims.
